Representative Evans Desires That Exist- 
ing Relations Be Terminated In a 
Twelvemonth. 

Washington, March '23. — Representa- 
tive Evans (Republican, Kentucky) to- 
day introduced a resolution requesting 
l.he President to give notice of the do- 
fiire of the United States to terminate, 
n.t the end of twelve months, the exist- 
ing commercial reciprocity treaty with 
the Hawaiian republic, 



Britain Alleged to Have Declined 
Continued Support to 
the Powers. 



Constantinople, March 23. — The 
Turkish squadron is still in the Dardan- 
elles, and the opinion is expressed that 
it will remain there indefinitely. The 
Turkish headquarters are at Elassona 
and the Greek headquarters at Larissa, 
Field guns and other batteries have been 
placed in position by both sides, at the 
entrances of exits as the case may be, of 
the mountain passes leading to and from 
Thesaaly into Macedonia and Epirus. 
Thebaseof supplies cf the Turks is at 
Saloniea und that of the Greeks is at 
Athens, although troopB and Supplies 
for the armies in the field are landed at 
Volo-Lamia and other ports. 

The Turks are estimated to have about 
30,000 men, regulars and irregulars, un- 
der arms in Macedonia and Epirus, and 
they are credited with having 150 to 200 
field pieces with them. The Greeks are 
believed to have about -10,000 men under 
arms on the frontiers and to he hasten- 
ing forward every gun procurable in or- 
der to counteract as much as possible 
their inferiority in the number of [lieces 
of artillery. In cavalry, also, the Turks 
are said to be much stronger than the 
Greeks, hut, by the beginning of April it 
is believed the Greeks will be in a much 
better state of readiness for war than at 
present. 

Money does not appear to bo lacking 
for the equipment of the Greeks, and 
large supplies of arms and ammunition 
have been forthcoming from somewhere. 
There is ono feature of the situation 
which should not be overlooked. The 
Greeks are animated by the strongest 
feeling of warlike enthusiasm, while the 
Turks are said to be suffering the great- 
est privations, without pay or proper 
equipment, which has made them sullen 
and resentful, but far from desirous of 
entering upon an agressive campaign. 

. The hospital and camp arrangements 
of the Turks are pronounced to be most 
defective and to have already resulted in 
serious sickness and many deaths among 
the icliefs brought from Asia Minor into 
the provinces of Epirus and Macedonia. 

If war is declared, the Greek army 
from Larissa will probably try to enter 
Macedonia under the Crown Prince 
Constantine and a second Greek army 
will probably attempt to enter Epirus 
from the vicinity of Arta. 

It is still possible that war may be 
averted by timely concessions to Greece, 
such as the withdrawal of the Turkish 
forces from Crete" and the selection of 
Prince George of Greece as governor of 
Crete, with the understanding that 
when all is quiet, a plebiscite is to be 
taken whether or not the island is to be 
annexed to Greece. 

The Greek government, according to 
to a dispatch from Athens, has just 
ordered out the last of its reserves and 
has called to the colors all men thirty- 
two years of age or upwards. Ten ad- 
ditional battalions of Greek infantry are 
being formed, besides fourteen more 
batteries of artillery, etc. These pre- 
parations certainly do not point to the 
approach of a peaceful solution of the 
crisis in the near future. 

The ambassadors have formerly noti- 
fied the Turkish government of the in- 
tention of the powers to land troops on 
the island of Crete for the purpose of 
relieving detachments of foreign marines 
now on duty ashore. The porte has 
raised no objections up to the present, 
believing that the foreign fleets will then 
carry out their threat to blockade the 
principal ports and coast of Greece. On 
this question, however, there is no una- 
nimity of opinion, the impression pre- 
vailing being that Great Britain and 
Italy will at least strongly oppose such 
a step, believing it would cause Greece 
to promptly declare war on Turkey, a 
culmination of the cricis which some of 
the i>owers are apparently still hopeful 
of averting. 

In the meanwhile war preparations 
continue night and day, and there are 
no indications of a backdown. Troops 
are being constantly hurried to the 
frontier. The work of erecting fortifica- 
tions is progressing rapidly, and all is in 
readiness for an advance early in April, 
when the weather will be much more 
propitious for military purposes. Some 
people intimate that war will break out 
about April G next, the anniversary of 
the standard of the Cross against the 
Crescent, 1821, at the commencement of 
the Greek war of independence. 

THE SLUMBERING SULTAN. 

Mill Permits the Repetition of Atrocities 
That Must Eventually Work His 
Ruin. 

Constantinople, March 23. — Authen- 
tic details of the outbreak on Sunday 
last at Tokat, in the Sivias district of 
Asia Minor, when the Turks attacked 
the Armenians while the latter were at 
church, show that one hundred Christ 
ians were massacred. The Armenian 
quarter and the bazaar were given over 
to pillage for eight hoars. The repre- 
sentations of the ambassadors of the 
foreign powers regarding the condition 
of Anatolia made but little impression 
upon the Sultan, who, relying upon the 
support of Russia, is convinced that he 
haB nothing to fear from tho so-called 
concert of the powers, which is continu- 
ally harped upon, although it is believed 
that little or no coucert beyond a desire 



in some quarters to postpone the out 
break of war, really exists. 

Diplomats are Baid to be once more 
turning their attention to the conduct of 
the Sultan. And it is sami-officiaily in- 
timated that they are again of the opin- 
ion, so frequently attributed to them, 
that the system of friendly representa- 
tions on the subject of Armenia, which 
haB hitherto been followed, must be 
changed for a sterner method of dealing 
with the evils of which complaint is 
made. But the Sultan has heard this 
story many times during the past few 
years, and he consoles himself with the 
belief that he will still survive a new fit 
of righteous indignation, as he has tided 
over others of a much more serious 
nature, 

Sir Philip Ourrie'a remonstrance to 
the Porte for the Tokat massacre is one 
of the strongest that nas over been deliv- 
ered by an ambassador. An extraordin- 
ary meeting of the council of ministers 
was held to-day at the Vildiz Kiosk, 
and this evening blie Porte has informed 
the foreign embassies that the Mutes- 
8arif of Tokat, tho Prefect of Polyo, and 
the Chief of Gendarmrie of that city 
have all been dismissed. 



THE PATIENT POWER'S. 

No movement Made as Yet in the Direction 
of the Promised Blockade. 

Cane a, March 23.— The French trans- 
port Auvergne has arrived at Suda Bay 
with 450 marines on board. Part of the 
French troops were landed at Suda Kay 
this morning, when the band of a Rus- 
sian warship there played the "Mar- 
seillaise," and the French sailors re- 
sponded with cheerB. The second sec- 
tion of the French detachment will he 
landed here. 

Turkish Eentries prevent the Chris- 
tians from traversing the looted quar- 
ters, but this does not prevent other pil- 
lagers from entering and looting. 

The foreign admirals have issued a 
fresh proclamation announcing that the 
insurgents and Greek troops must not 
attack the Turkish fortifications (which 
they claim are needed to maintain secn- 
ritv and quiet) at Kissamon, Suda, Mal- 
axa, Retlmo, Candia and Hierapetra, 
where the foreign troops have been 
landed— otherwise the admirals say they 
will employ force. It is not considered 
likely that the proclamation will have 
much effect, in view of the declaration 
of the insurgents that they will shed the 
last drop of their blood to secure the 
union of Crete with Greece. 

At the same time the government of 
Greece is certainly doing its utmost to 
prevent an explosion. Col. Marromicha- 
lis, commanding at Larissa, and Colonel 
Manos, commanding at Arta, possess 
great influence with the army, and it is 
hoped they may be able to exercise the 
necessary restraint over the troops. The 
government emphatically denies that 
the Turkish consuls at Thessaly suffered 
any ill-usage whatever, and the an- 
nouncement that Turkey has recalled 
them is interpreted more as an act of 
provocation than a protest. No govern- 
ment could, however, venture to recall 
Col. A T asoos irom Crete unless the Turk- 
ish troops were simultaneously recalled.

BRITAIN. REFUSES. 

i Support the Associate Powers in a 
Blockade of Crete. 

London, March 23. — The Daily Chron- 
ic's special, correspondent at Athens 
ys that the Greek government has 
learned from its own official sources that 
Britain reftiEes to take part in a blockade 
of Greece, though she has no objection 
to such a measure being taken by the 
other powers. The government also 
learns from similar sources that the ad- 
mirals of the international fleet in Cret- 
an waters have informed their respect- 
ive governments that their position is no 
longer tenable and that they must re- 
ceive definite instructions or be re- 
called. 

The Daily Chronicle prints to-day a 
rumor that Lord Salisbury and the 
cabinet discussed yesterday the Sultan's 
acceptance ol" the proposal of the King of 
Greece to nominate Prince George as 
high commissioner of Crete. 

The Chronicle prints also another 
rumor to the effect that Great Britain 
has ik-clinfed to be a party to starving 
innocent Cretans in the interior of the 
island and reports thet BritiBh shirpers 
intend to run the blockade, contending 
that it is indefensible under interna- 
tional law, inasmuch as neither Turkey 
nor Greece has openly declared war. 

The parliamentary secretary of the 
foreign oflice, Mr. G. X. Curzon, answer- 
ing a question of Sir Ellis Aslimead- 
Bartlett, Conservative member for tha 
Ecclesall division of Sheffield, today ( 
said the Government was not aware of 
any desire upon the part of Greece or 
Turkey to enter into direct negotiations 
for the settlement of the Cretan ques- 
tion, "therefore," lie added, "the powers 
had not been invited to consider any 
such negotiations." 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from 
Canea at midnight buvs the transport 
ship Clyde with tho British contingent 
of occupying troops has arrived and will 
land them to-day (Wednesday). The 
blockade consists of seven articles, the 
lirst provides that no neut.al vessels nor 
vessel belonging to one of the six powers 
shall be allowed to land stores except at 
ports occupied by the powers. 

The second provides that no armed 
person and no person of Greek: national- 
ity, armed or unarmed, shall be allowed 
to land without the authority of the 
senior naval officer on tho station. 

By the terms of the sixth article, 
Greek ships found within tho blockade 
limits will be treated as hostile vesseln. 
By the seventh, any Greek torpedo boats 
observed within the limits of the block- 
ado will be fired upon as soon as they 
come within the range of tho interna- 
tional fleet. 

The proclamation makes nonlluBionto 
exports, but as two British ships which 
have been loading at Canea have been 
forbidden to leave, the presumption is 
that they are also debarred by the con- 
ditions of the blockade. Tho BhipperB 
controlling these vessels have lodged 
formal protest againBt the prohibition as 
unjust and arbitrary. 



Tariff Commissioners Instructed 
Straddle the. Vexatious 
Trade Issue, 



ToitoNTo, March 23.— (Special) — An 
Ottawa special to the Mail- Empire saya 
the government proposes, in the course 
of a few weeks, to precipitate an aval- 
anche of dismissals. Already a large 
number of orders have been passed in 
council dealing with departmental 
changes, and it is understood that a 
portion of them have already received 
the vice-regal sanction. The policy 
which Hon. Mr. Sifton has insisted 
upon applying to the interior 
department is to be extended to 
other branches of the service. 
The changes which the minister from 
Manitoba hus mapped out will take 
place on April 1. In wielding his axe 
he has been unable to discriminate be- 
tween the political sheep and the goat?, 
and he has consequently cancelled one 
of his dismissals, a minor one, and re- 
instated the decapitated officer, whose 
political opinions have turned out on 
second thought to be of the right sort. 

Montreal, March 23.— (Special)— The 
Star to-night gives circulation to the re- 
port that Lieut. -Governor Chapleau has 
joined tho Liberal party. It is said to 
date from June last, when a deal was 
effected whereby he was to use his influ- 
ence in aiding the Liberals in the June 
elections. 

Winnipeg, Man., March 23. — (Special.) 
—It is said that the object of the Gov- 
ernment in holding the investigation at 
Stoney Mountain penitentiary into the 
alleged partisanship of Col. Irvine, the 
warden, is with the object of securing 
the wardenship for S. J; Jackson, ex- 
M.P. and brother-in-law 6f Attorney 
General Siftou. • 

Touonto, March 23.— (Special)— The 
Mail and Empire's Ottawa correspond- 
ent says : "The tariff commission has 
received its final instructions from tho 
cabinet , and is now constructing the 
tariff at express speed. The commis- 
sioners are instructed to straddle the 
trade question," 

Ottawa, March 23.— (Special)— The 
local liberals are very mad over the fact 
that supplies for the Government build- 
ings are passing through the hands of a 
concern called the Ottawa Supply Co., 
comprised of three subordinate members 
of the party who are getting a good 
"rake.olf." 

Ottawa, March 23. — The Cabinet was 
in session today, when a draft of the 
Boeech from the throne was considered.

Storm and Mishap on the Atlantic. 
The Island of 
Dreams. 



By chopping off a delay of twenty-two 
lioilrs at Spokane, now required for train 
connection the Northern Pacific com- 
pany announce through flieir local agent, 
E. E. Blackwood, that they can now 
usher people into the Kootenay country 
from Victoria in thirty-six hours— or to 
be exact, can carry them to Kaslo in 
that time, to Grand Forks in thirty-five 
hours, to Nelson in thirty-three, or to 
Rossland in thirty-one hours. This iB 
the schedule going in force on Sunday 
next, and which will continue so longaB 
business warrants. To facilitate this 
improved Bervice the steamer City of 
Kingston entered yesterday on a new 
time table, by which she leaves Victoria 
half an hour later than heretofore. This 
will improve her train connection at 
Tacoma,*aud it means that the popular 
vessel now leaves port at S :30 instead of 
8 in the morning. Through the com 
mendable efforts of the company, Koote- 
nay freights will also be more quickly 
handled, and business men of this and 
other coast cities will reap the advan- 
tages. 

MAKING FAST PASSAGES. 

Cargoes of British Columbia products 
have lately been reaching far away 
points in the world, with splendid dis- 
patch, a large number of arrivals being 
now reported by commercial records to 
hand. Five of the salmon fleet are now 
home, and it is gratifying to believe 
that the same weather which gave them 
speedy passages will, to a large extent be 
experienced by others of the fleet sailing 
from here about the same time. The 
Embletonand Teresa were previously 
reported to have reached their destina- 
tions, and the voyage of the latter is to 
date the record of the fleet. The Glen- 
ogle and Glenogii are the latest arrivals, 
sjhey having reached Liverpool this 
month, the former on the 9th and the 
latter on the l-ltl). With their arrival 
and that of the Natuna, which reached 
her destination on Monday laBt, there 
remains yet a fleet of live whose voyages 
have not'yet. been completed, these being 
the shipB Drurnlanrig and Drumcliff, 
the barks Cairsmore and Snowdrop, and 
the ship Orealla. 'Among the lumber 
fleet, of which good news has just been 
obtained, are the following : Bark Col 
orado, hence Oct. 18, with cargo from 
Chemainus, arrived February 4; British 
Bhip Heluslea, cargo laden from Van- 
couver for Dieppe, France, Bpoken March 
14 ; and the City of Glasgow, loaded 
from Tacoma for Cork, which sailed 
November 13, arrived March 13. 

TIIU story op a scow. 

Peputy United States Marshal Quil- 
ter, oi Seattle, is visiting Roche Harbor 
Friday Harbor nnd East Sound, where 
he will serve subpcunas for witnesses to 
appear before United StateB Commis- 
\ sioner Bowman, who has been instruct- 
ed to take testimony in an old case that 
almost everybody believed had faded 
from the court blotter. The .features in 
the old admiralty case that has been 
revived were, briefly, those concerning 
an old scow, loaded with brick, that 
broke away from its moorings at Vic- 
toria and drifted around the Sound 
until picked up by a man named Har 
ris, who had a small steamer engaged 
in towing fishing boats, llarris con 
veyed the scow and the bricks to Roche 
harbor, where the customs oflicerB 
pounced down on the find and attached 
both scow and cargo as being illegally in 
American waters. Harris, by hiB attor 
ney, Frank Lewis, intervened, enter 
taining a claim for Balvag . The outfit 
was, by order of the court, sold, but 
failed to bring more than enough to pay 
the fees of the United States marshal, 
and Harris dropped the matter, and 
went back to towing fishing boats. The 
above events occurred nearly two years 
ago, and nobody involved in the case 
had any idea what its revival means. 

A PARADISIC TO HE REGAINED. 

Captain Alexander McLean of sealing 
fame is looming up in a new light in 
San Francisco, being just at present one 
of the promoters of a South Sea expedi 1 
Hon, soon to leave the Bay City in search 
oi wealth". The place to be visited is not 
disclosed to anyone save the members of 
the expedition, but the paradise — strange 
to say, so little heard of up till now — is 
described as an island well wooded witl 
teak, ebony, sandalwood, rosewood and 
a large number of valuable native woods, 
oranges, lemons, pineapples, bananas 
and all tropica! Iruito growi«g,wild, while 
the taro root and bread fruit is very 
abundant. There are great herds of wild 
hogs and goats an I all the fish man can 
desire. Copper le Iges crop out all over 
the island and gold can be found in the 
beds of every stream. The climate, too, 
is delightful, and ail this perfection has 
been awaiting for centuries the arrival 
of Captain McLean's party ! His is the 
second expedition that has fitted up in 
San FranciBoo for the land of the "un- 
known" within recent weoks. 

A SUFFERER FROM STORM. 

Qcicknstowis, March 23. — The British 
Bhip Metanope, Captain Thomas, from 
Portland, Oregon, on November 7 and 
ABtoria on November 17, for this port 
arrived here to-day. ■ She reports hav- 
ing experienced very severe gales in 
March, during which Mr. Barrow, the 
third 'mate, was washed overboard .and 
drowned. Her lifeboats were swept 
from their fastenings, her wheel was 
damaged, the compasses were washed 
overboard and all the sails which she 
had set were blown away. 

A CHANGE OF SKIPPERS. 

Captain Steele, who some few years 
ago Was mate on the Bteamor Barbara 
Boscowitz, will assume charge of that 
vessel when she returns from her present 
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trip North. Captain Oliver, now in com- 
mand, vacates his position to fill a simi- 
lar oneon the steamer Nell, which leaves 
for the North early next week. He is 
one of those interested in the recent 
transfer of Georgetown mill property 
and steamer referred to in the Colonist 
some few weeks ago. 

HAIR SEALS ARE PLENTIFUL. 

St. John's, March 23.— The steamer 
Hartaw with 1,500 seals, and the steamer 
Iceland with 22,000, passed Cape Ray 
to-day on route from the seal fisheries 
for this port. It is reported that the 
steamer Nimrod and -seven schooners 
have encountered the same herd of seals 
and are likely to return with large 
catches. 

DISAULED AT SEA. 

Falmouth, March 23.— The British 
steamer Manhansa, Captain Walker, 
from Hamburg February 23 forBostou, 
arrived here to-day in tow of the British 
steamer Ohio, Captain Cox, from Hull 
March for New York. The Manhansa 
lost her propeller blades on March 8, in 
latitude 35 north long. 50 west, and waB 
sighted by the Ohio. The Ohio proceed- 
ed after the Manhansa was brought. to 
anchor. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The" little schooner Floy burg, Captain 
Hansen, carrying the remaining ones of 
the Cape Scott Danish delegation, sailed 
yesterday on her initial up-coast trip. 
Since being transferred from the Ameri- 
can to the British flag the craft haB been 
newly sparred and re-decked. 

The steam Bchooner Thistle, which re- 
cently completed a lengthy engagement 
in the halibut fishing, is having her ma- 
chinery taken apart and renovated. Re- 
port has it that. she is preparing for an 
island route.

JAPANESE SWARMING IN. 

Ex-Minister Thurston Thinks Them a Men- 
ace to Hawaii. 

Washington, March 23.— J. A. Thurs- 
ton, ex-minister of Hawaii to this coun- 
try, now president of the Annexation 
Clubof'Honolulu, and here in the inter- 
ests of that organization, gave out an in- 
terview to-day regarding the news that 
the Hawaiian government, in refusing to 
allow 570 Japanese laborers to land in 
Honolulu, believed it had unearthed an 
attempt to import Japanese into Hawaii 
in violation of the immigration laws. 
He characterized the Bubject as one of 
the gravest now confronting the Ha- 
waiian government. He said : 

"Four or five immigration companies 
have been formed by leading officials of 
Japan, including the present Japanese 
minister at Washington, and they have 
during the past year been bringing in 
large numbers of free Japanese immi- 
grants to Hawaii. There are five linos 
of steamers between Honolulu and Ja- 
pan, making mouthly trips, and every 
Bteamer brings from 250 to 750 Japanese, 
turned loose on the community without 
any kind of government check. 

"It is a question whether this inpour- 
ing of men almost unaccompanied by 
women will not soon create a large class 
of men unemployed and without meaiiB. 
The Hawaiian government adopted 
measures to meet such contingencies, 
but they have been evaded. Habeas 
corpus proceedings were instituted when 
a lot of men were refused landing re- 
cently, but in the absence of the proof 
of charges that money borne, by the 
men did not actually belong to them, the 
landing was allowed. The money pro- 
duced by the immigrants is provided by 
some third party. This practice the im- 
migration companies charge against 
competitors, but deny as to their own 
concern. 

"I do not know that the Japanese 
government does meditate any hostile or 
forcible action against Hawaii, but un- 
less something is done to stop this influx 
of Japanese they will by peaceful inva- 
sion accomplish far more than they could 
hope to do by force. The Japanese in 
Hawaii now nnmber 24,000, against 33,- 
000 natives, and at the presont rate will 
in five years form a majority of the in- 
habitants of the country. Thus the 
■Japanese would accomplish the same 
moral right that the Fitlanders are 
claiming in South Africa. It is the be- 
lief in Hawaii that the present extraor- 
dinary movement from Ja,pan to Hawaii 
is part of a systematic plan with the full 
approval of the Japanese government to 
get in control of the island. Undoubt- 
edly the Hawaiian government is wait- 
ing to see the action the United States 
will take on the annexation question. 
If that question is not acted on soon, a 
gruve issue will soon arise between Ha- 
waii and Japan, the outcome of which 
no one can undertake to foretell." 



S EN ATE A LTEBATIONS. 

The Anglo American Arbitration Treaty 
With Latest Amendments. 

Washington, D. C, March 23.— The 
Anglo-American arbitration treaty was 
advanced considerably to-day toward 
final ratification by the senate, atrtl be- 
fore the long executive session closed all 
the amendments recommended by the 
committee on foreign relations were 
agreed to without division. ThcBe 
amendments are: 

1. To provide that all agreements for 
arbitration entered into by the execu- 
tive branch of th-3 government with the 
British Government shall be subject to 
the ratification of the senate. 

2. Striking out the provision consti- 
tuting members of the United States 
supreme court permanent membora of 
the proponed tribunal of arbitration. 

!). Eliminating the provisions for an 
umpire, and therefore Btriking out the 
provision agreeing upon King Oscar of 
Sweden and Norway for this office.

Cowichan. 



Vancouver, March 23.— (Special)— 
Mtb. E. V. Bodwell died at the family 
residence on Georgia street yesterday 
after a long ilnesB. The lamented lady 
was the widow of the late Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell, who died in 18S9, to whom she 
was married in 1851. At an early age 
Mr. Bodwell entered politics and repre- 
sented one of the Ontario Oxfords in 
the Dominion parliament for two terms. 
In 18SP ho was appointed superintendent 
of the Wellaiul canal with headquarters 
at St. Catharines, where many old friends 
of the family still reside. In 1879 he be- 
came accountant for the Dominion gov- 
ernment in connection with the con- 
struction of the O.P.R. He resided in 
Victoria until 1887, when he removed to 
Vancouver, his eldest sou, Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell, remaining at the Capital to 
practice his chosen profession. In Van- 
couver the late Mr. Bodwell at once be- 
came one of the most prominent citizens, 
and at the time of his death was presi- 
dent of the hoard of trade. Ho died 
while on a pleasure excursion at Morley, 
Atln, on October IS, 1889. Mr. and Mi's. 
Bodwell leave six children, all of whom 
were present at the bedside of their 
mother when the end came. They are: 
E. V. Bodwell, Victoria; F. C. Bodwell, 
Chicago; Frank -Bodwell, Vancouver; 
Mrs. Sherlock, Vancouver; Mrs, D. A. 
McFarland, Nelson ; and Miss Bodwell, 
Vancouver. The funeral will be held on 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock from 
the family residence. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, March 23.— Steamboat 
Inspector Thompson is making an in- 
spection of nil the steamboats with head- 
quarters at this port.

COWICHAN. 

Cowichan, March 23. — (Special) — The 
regular meeting of the council was held 
Saturday ; some necessary routine busi- 
ness was gone through and the revision 
of the assessment roll completed ; then 
the following resolution was adopted: 
"That tlje council do now adjourn as a 
mark of 'respect to the memory of Mrs. 
W, C. Brown; and that the clerk, on be- 
half of the council, tender Mr. Brown 
their condolence on the loss of his wife." 

The mining fever Btill spreads and 
deepens. Wherever a few men are 
grouped you are safe in laying odds that 
their noses converge over a bit of rock. 
If you meet a man on the road and he 
does not pull out a piece of quartz j'ou 
are justified in looking on him with sus- 
picion as Bomethingabnormal. No doubt 
many will bo disappointed, but a cer- 
tain proportion ot these iinds must sure- 
ly be worth prosecuting. Already de- 
velopment work has been recommenced 
on at least one of the claims taken up 
last fall. 

Several logging camps will soon he in 
full swing round Cowichan lake, and, 
altogether, the outlook wears a brighter 
aspect; there is an increasing buoyancy 
perceptible in spite of the backward sea- 
ton. 

METCHOSIN. 

Metchosin, March 22. — The dancing 
classes that Mr. Peter Anderson has 
b :en holding in the Metchosin Public 
hall daring the winter months ended 
with a masquerade last Friday night. 
Spring was aupposed to have put in an 
appearance that evening, but hoary win- 
ter still held sway, and the district was 
enveloped in a cloak of snow. Notwith- 
standing the cold and wintry night, en- 
livened as it was by sundry showers of 
hail and snow, many from the district 
and Sooke were present who, together 
with quite a number from town, spent a 
thoroughly, enjoyable evening. 

A large percentage of the dancers 
were masked and in costume. An ex- 
cellent " sittine bull," chief of the 
Choctaws or some such break-jaw name ; 
FauBt, ft couple of Neapolitan flan girls, 
Dally Varden, a cavalier, our next door 
neighbor, Uncle Sam, and the ubiquitous 
clown, together with sundry and wonder- 
ful caricatures of Indians, etc., were 
noticed ; in fact a very fair Bprinkling of 
the celebrities generally met with at 
masquerades, honored the ball with 
their presence and belped to make up a 
very animated and pretty scene, 

The thanks of the district are due Mr. 
Anderson for an enjoyable evening, and 
as the light fantastic is very mucb to 
the fore in Metchosin it is to be hoped 
that he will continue his dancing classes 
next winter, combining as they do in- 
struction in a delightful art and sociabi- 
lity, the greatest need of our country 
districts, during the cold and somewhat 
dreary winter months. 

ASHCROFT. 

(From the B. C Mining Journal.) 

Mr. R. T. Ward, of the Horsefly Gold 
Mining Company, left ABhcroft yester- 
day for Horsefly to begin operations on 
the properties of the company situated 
on the Horsefly river, nbout 150 miles 
from Asbcroft. The company will be- 
gin piping in a short time, as they have 
hut little work to do to get ready. [One 
elevator is in placii, but another will be 
put in early i.i the season. 

An electric light plant, 12 arc lights, 
2,000 candle power each, and several in- 
candescent lights besides, will be im- 
mediately installed, the plant being now 
on its way from San Francisco. 

The properties owned by this com- 
pany are among the most valuable in 
Cariboo and the entire community nre 
with the enterprising owners of this 



property in good wishes for the snccesB 
that now seems so near at hand, that of 
hydraulic elevating, the first attempt, 
for the Cariboo district at this kind of 
gravel mining. 

About 40 men will be employed at 
first, but it is expected that after ft few 
weeks S5 men will be sufficient to keep 
the mine running. 

The well known success of • hy- 
draulic elevating in California and 
other old mining centres give good 
reasons to expect success in Cariboo. 

With the work done by the Horsefly 
company, the Miocene company, the 
Leaske and Campbell companies, both 
of which last mentioned will have ma- 
chinery at work soon,Binking for the old 
channels. Five miles away the new 
mill, now on the ground and soon to be 
erected to crush the cemented gravel of 
the Horsefly hydraulic mine, and that 
will be a success beyond a peradventure, 
as repeated tests have shown the cement 
to average between $4 and $8. The de- 
posit is practically unlimited and the cost 
of milling and mining small. 

KASLO. 

(From tho Kootenalan.) 
D. H. Freeman has sold the Silver 
Tip, Valparaiso, Forty-Nine, Chrisco 
and Uncle Mike claims to Henry Craft 
and F. W. Rait, of Rossland, for .$6,000 
cash. These properties are located in 
Lardo country, between Davis and 
Schroeder creeks, three-forths of a mile 
from Kootenay lake. They are all full 
claims. The lead, which is four feet 
wide, runs through all of the four 
claims. There are eight inches of 
galena. Vein fillings are copper and 
iron carbonates. Assays give from 49 to 
70 ounces of silver, $4.20 in cold and OS 
per cent. lead. Development work will 
begin at once.

Rush to the Mines Already 
Begun— Building in 
Progress. 



A District of Rich Mines and Fer- 
tile Agricultural 
Liwids. 



Lloyd A. Manly of Grand Forks, B.C., 
has b,een several days in the city regis- 
tered at the Driard. Conversing yester- 
day about the prospects of the Kettle 
River and Boundary Creek districts, Mr. 
Manly said that the tide of travel to- 
wards Grand Forks bad already set in, 
from twenty-five to thirty people arriv- 
ing daily by the five stage lines running 
into the town from tho north and east. 
Of these stage lines two were from Mar- 
cus, where a connection is made with 
the Spokane Northern, and it is the in- 
tention of one of the lines to put on two 
stages to accommodate the increasing 
traffic. Although the snow is Btill on 
the ground, the majority of those now 
visiting Grand Forks come for the pur- 
pose of business, looking after present 
interests or seeking investment. The 
prospects are that a great rush will be 
made into the district this year, and 
there are those who claim that in two 
years time there will be 10,000 people 
in the valley of which Grand Forks is 
the centre. 

There are quite a number of properties 
adjacent to Grand Forka which have got 
beyond the stage of prospects and are 
full-fledged mines. Among these are 
the Emma and Stem winder, owned by 
Midgen & Farrell, who have refining 
works at Bridgport, Conn. This firm 
intends to shortly select a site for reduc- 
tion works, where the ore will be matted 
and shipped East for refining. Mr. 
Laig, of Salt Lake, owner of the Arabel 
mine, at Summit Camp, is shipping in 
machinery for the purpose of working 
the mine. The ore from this runs 120 
ounces silver, 10 per cent, copper, and 
from $2 to $8 in gold. The machinery 
will be placed in position as soon as 
it can be taken to the mine. Numerous 
other properties will receive attention, 
and it is safe to say that a great number 
of men will be actively at work ,in the 
hills very shortly. The one drawback at 
present to rapid progress is absence of 
railway communication, but this lack, 
Mr. Manly is confident, will be sup- 
plied this year by connection at I'entic- 
ton and at Marcus. 

The town of Grand Forks is in the 
throes of its initial civic contest, the 
election of its first mayor and council 
taking place some time next month. It 
is confidently expected that Mr. John A. 
Manly, the father of Grand Forks, will 
be its first mayor, although there is 
another candidate in the field— Mr. 1'. J. 
McCallum. For councillors, the candi- 
dates so far heard from are Dr. Hep- 
worth, John Featherstone, W. Duiour, 
J. K. Johnston and Lloyd A. Manley, 
these gentlemen having been selected at 
a mass meeting of citizens. 

Although there is plenty of snow on 
the ground, building is in active progress 
in the new town, a dozen stores and 
houses being under way, while about 
forty more are arranged for and will be 
started at the earliest moment. Among 
these is a handsome and spacious hotel, 
for which plans are prepared and the 
foundation iB now being laid. 

Mr. Manly has with him a crayon 
bird's-eye-view of Grand Forks anil the 
surrounding country. The town is at 
the junction of tho north and south 
forks of the Kettle river, a wide and 
fertile valley stretching east and west. 
While the surrounding mountains con- 
tain the precious metals which have 
caused the town to spring into healthy 
existence. Aside from these, however, 
there is an abundance of fertile land 
which produces fruits, grain and vege- 
tables in profusion, while the surround- 
ing hills give paBturage for stock.

OUR CLAIMS ON THE DOMINIOM, 

On Match 13, 1893, Col. Prior moved 
in the House of Commons for a return 
of the total sums expended in the sev- 
eral provinces for public works in the 
twelve years ending June 30, 1892. Pie 
pointed out that the per capita payment 
of this Province to the Dominion treas 
itry was $1.6.97, compared this sum with 
the amount paid by the other provinces 
and claimed that the expenditures on 
public works should not be distributed 
according: to population, but should be 
made according to the revenue paid. In 
answer to Mr. Davin.who suggested that 
the large amount paid in duties in this 
Province was due in part to the fact that 
a portion of the goods imported were 
pent east to the other provinces, Col, 
Prior said : "The amount of duty paid 
poods exported from British Columbia 
ii very triflinjr indeed, and I think I 
could show that it does not amount to 
$500 a year taken oil" the revenue for 
which I gave the figures." 

On April 20, 1895, he again brought the 
question up asking for a return of the 
amount paid into the revenue by the 
several provinces and the amount ex 
pended by the Federal Government in 
the several provinces in the ten years 
ending June 30, 1S94. Later in the same 
Bession, that is on July 19th, he went 
into the matter more fully, speaking to 
the right of this Province to representa- 
tion in the Cabinet and presented an ar- 
ray of figures that Hon. Mr. Foster, the 
Minister of Finance, declared would be 
"somewhat Buprising to those who have 
not taken the trouble to look into the 
resources and development of British 
Columbia." Later in his speech Mr 
Foster again referred to Col. Prior's 
fi tattstics as "surprising." The speech 
oi the member for Victoria was pub- 
lished in the Colonist at the time, and 
our readers are in a general way familiar 
with the statistics. Col. Prior pointed 
out tUat in the years 1892, 1893 and 1894 
the average contribution per capita of 
the people of this province to the gen- 
eral revenue was $10. 30, as compared 
with $G.ljS for the whole Dominion. 

We make these references for the pur- 
pose of further answering the position 
so unwarrantably taken by the Times, 
that the demand for greater considera- 
tion at the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ernment is inspired in even the slightest 
degree by the fact that a Liberal minis- 
try is now in power. We think that the 
extracts from the Colonist of 1S9-1 
quoted in our issue of Sunday lust and 
the above references to C6L Prior's ac- 
tion in parliament most efl'ectually dis- 
pose of the pretence Bet up by the Times 
and that we need not hereafter pay the 
slightest heed to what it may have to 
allege in that behalf. We invite it to 
join with us in a demand for greater 
consideration. Let partizan politics 
be sunk out of sight and let us walk 
hand in hand loir the interests of the 
province. 

THE BIGHT OF DISALLOWANCE. 

A question has been raised ns to the 
power of the Governor-General to veto 
acts of the provincial legislature, as to 
the source of such power, within .what 
time it shall be exercised and as to what 
nets, In a single sentence this power 
inity be defined as to authorizing 
the disallowance of any act paused by 
the provincial legislature within one 
year from the time he has been notified 
of its passage: 

Section 56 of ttta British North Amer- 
ica Act provides that where the Govern- 
or General assents to a hill in the 



Queen's name he shall transmit a copy 
of it to Her Majesty, who may within 
two years after receiving the copy dis- 
allow it, and the act shall thereafter be 
annulled. Section 90 applies these pro- 
vision's to acts of the local legislature, 
substituting the Governor-General for 
the Queen and limiting the period of 
disallowance to one year. The language 
of section 50 being general in regard to 
bills,, it follows that the provisions of 
section 90 are also general and that the 
Governor-General may disallow any act 
whatever passed by the local legislature, 
provided he does so within a year from 
his being notified of its passage. This 
power haB, however, been so sparingly 
exercised that, according to Dr. Bouri- 
jiot, in the first twenty years of Confed- 
eration out of 8,000 provincial acts 
passed only 15 had been altogether dis- 
allowed. 

Though the power of disallowance is 
unlimited by the British North America 
Yet as to cause, the practice as laid down 
by Sir John Macdonald in 1870 is to re- 
strict its operation to Acts which come 
under the following classes: 

1. Such as are altogether illegal or un- 
onstitutional. 

2. Such as are illegal or unconstitu- 
tional in part. 

3. Such as in cases of concurrent juris- 
diction clash with trie legislation of par- 
liament. 

-1. Such as affect the interests of the 
Dominion generally. 

As an example of illegal legislation an 
Ontario act passed in 1881 may be cited- 
This act was vetoed because it in effect 
took property from one man and gave it 
to another, It was re-enacted and again 
disallowed. Several Manitoba railway 
incorporation acts were disallowed by 
the Governor-General because " they 
conflicted with the settled policy of the 
Dominion aB evidenced by a clause in 
the contract with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway." Ia 1830 the Act to incorpor- 
ate the Fraser River Railway Company 
and the Act to incorporate the New 
Westminster Southern Railway Com- 
pany were disallowed for the same 
reason. The law on the subject has been 
laid down by Chief Justice Richards of 
the Supreme Court of Canada in these 
words: "There is no doubt of the pre- 
rogative right of the Crown lo veto any 
provincial act and to apply it even to a 
law over which the provincial legislature 
haB complete jurisdiction." 



Very considerable opposition to" the 
Nicaraguan Canal is developing on the 
Pacific Coast of the United States. Con- 
gressman Lewis, of Washington, has 
taken a strong stand • against it. His 
support will be cordially welcomed to 
the Eastern opponents of the project. 
The ground of opposition is that the 
Canal will divert the Oriental trade 
from Pacific Coast ports. 



There seems to be a p"rospect of the 
reversal of the order creating the foreBt 
reserve in the. State of Washington, 
which caused so much anxiety among 
mining men there. The Olympic reserve 
in the same state, which takes in most 
of the Olympic peninsula, is likely to 
stand.

None of these bills passed ; but 
the fact of their introduction shows the 
monstrous absurdity to which some 
legislators descend. 

Tiik Salem, Ore., Statesman affords an 
example of the sort of pabulum upon 
which American readers are fed so far 
as Canadian cjuestions are concerned. It 
tells of the millions of capital that Eng- 
land has furnished to build railways in 
Canada and spent to bring immigrants 
to Canada, of the terrible depression 
from which the Dominion is alleged to

To the Editor: — Some short time ago 
I submitted a scheme to show what im 
provement could be made in our streets 
with $100,000 if macadam were used for 
roads, and brick or concrete for sidewalks 
and gutters. 

I have now prepared a statement of 
the coat of paving Government Btreet 
from James Bay bridge to Johnson street 
witli tarred wood blocks, and construc- 
ting permanent sidewalks, either con- 
crete or vitrified brick with concrete 
curbing, by which it will be seen that 
the work would cost about $33,000. 

In the scheme previously submitted 
macadam was proposed as the material 
for the roads and the cost waB shown to 
be about $13,500, the sidewalks and 
curbing in both cases being practically 
tho same, and coating about $7,800. So 
that the difference in cost between ma- 
cadam and block pavement in Govern- 
ment street, between James Bay bridge 
and Johnson street, would be nearly 
$20,000. The cost of wood paving being 
nearly four times that of macadam ; 
brick would cost about ten per cent rhqre 
than wood.

In London, England, wood pavement 
costs $2.35 per yard, and in Vancouver 
$2.10 if not creosoted, and $2.87 if 
creosoted. If streets are to be paved it 
could only be done on the local improve- 
ment principle on a basis, say, of a third 
of cost to be paid by the city and a third 
by proporty owners on each side of the 
street, now the whole improvement 
would cost, say, $33,000, of which amount 
one-third or $11,000 would have to be 
paid by the property owners on each 
side of' the street, and aa there are 1,510 
feet of property on each side, $11,000 
divided by 1,5-10 gives $7.15 per foot 
frontage as the cost to tho property 
owners. 

If the money for the work were bor- 
rowed for 10 years at-l.'.j per cent, the 
annual cost per foot frontage would bo 
as followa : 

Irtterest on $33,000 at V/. per cent. . . $1,485 
.Sinking fund 2,7."iO 

Total annual payment $4,236 

which, divided by 3, would give $1,412 
to be provided annually by the property 
owners on each side of the street, and 
that Bum, divided by 1,540, would bo 
about 90 cents per loot frontage for a 
period of ten years. 

Although that may seem a heavy tax 
to pay for good streets, it must be borne 
in mind that it would not only improve 
the appearance of the city, but would 
improve the rental value of the proper- 
ty by aa much and perhaps more than 
the annual cost, and in that way re-im- 
liurse the property owners for the ex- 
penditure. 

While 1 am of the opinion that good 
macadam roads, well made and well 
kept, will answer all our requirements 
for many years, and are much less costly 
than paved streets, I doaire above all to 
see oui streets improved, and if the pro- 
perty owners preier to pay for paved 
treets, I, aa a property owner, am ready 
.o bear my s»'iire of the cost, and I will, 
aa mayor of the city, do everything in 
my power to carry out any scheme for 
street, improvement that may be accept- 

le to tho citizens, 

The whole matter restB with the peo- 
ple, as the mayor and aldermen cannot 
move unless the property owners take 
the first ataps; and if they do not wish 
to bear the cost of paved streeta, I trust 
some action will be taken to enable tho 
council to bring in a by-law to borrow 
money to carry out a scheme Buch as 
that outlined in my last communication.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

-. TWENTY-NINTH DAY. 

Tuesday. March 23, 1807. 
The Speaker took the chair at -'o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. R. W. Trotter. 
Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return 
of correspondence re the granting of 
power to run trains on tho Columbia 
and Western railway and the Red Moun- 
tain railway. 

Mr. Williams presented a petition 
against the incorporation of the Kaalo 
Electric Company. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return of 
correspondence relating to the discharge 
of Constable Hunter of Granite Creek. 

Section 17, which dealt with the ex- 
propriation of a water works system by 
a municipality, brought up consider- 
able diseiiBaion. The aection as it 
stood provided that in the case of a 
water works company incorporated for 
the purpose of supplying a municipality 
with water, the municipality might, on 
giving twelve months notice, acquire tho 
company's water record and waterworks 
system on payment of the value of the 
waterworks system with 30 per cent add- 
ed, together with an additional sum suf- 
ficient to provide fot tho expenses of op- 
eration and maintenance and tho pay- 
ment of annual dividends equal to 15 per 
cent, per annum on tho paid up stock of 
the company from tho date of com- 
mencement of tho operation of the 
works to the date of their transfer to the 
municipality. 

Mr. Sword was of the opinion that it 
would be better to adopt 'some system 
taking into account the time that a 
company had been in operation. He 
moved a long amendment to the effect 
that a company should be paid the valu- 
ation of their works and twenty-live' pet- 
cent, additional, or if the company had 
not been in operation for ten years they 
might have the option of taking repay- 
ment of thei* total outlay and interest at 
ten per cent, per annum for the time 
they had been in operation. 

After some little discussion the sec- 
tion was laid over to enable the mem- 
bers to see the proposed amendment 
printed: 

In section 51, providing for the incor- 
poration of water systems in unincor- 
porated localities, Mr. Forster was afraid 
that there were not safeguards enough 
for the people of the localities. The 
Attorney-General pointed out that the 
rights were safeguarded, for whereas in 
the case of a municipality the water 
company would have to get the consent 
of the municipality; in the case of an 
incorporated locality the company had 
to get their certificate from a judge ol 
the Supreme court, who would have to 
be satisfied that the people who wished 
to form the company were fit and pro- 
per perBona and could carry out their 
undertaking. 

Mr. Sword moved to strike out the 
last two lines, which gave the company, 
subject to tho conditions of their certiii 
cates, exclusive rights to supply water 
for domestic purposes in such unincor 
porated locality. The amendment was 
lost and the section was carried, the At- 
torney General pointing out that the act 
further provided that in the granting of 
such a certificate the judge may insert 
such conditions as he may, upon hearin 
evidence, deem necessary in the public 
interest. 

Section 73, which exempted from mu- 
nicipal taxation lands, buildings, ma 
chiuery and other property belonging to 
the water workB was struck out by con 
sent of the Attorney General. 

The bill was passed as far as section 78 
and tho committee then reported and 
asked leave to sit again. 

Sir. Seinlin saying that a return pre- 
sented the previous day in regard to the 
proposed appointment of T. P. Reed as 
provincial constable at liiO-Mile House 
■was incomplete, the Premier explained 
that every otlicial communication on the 
subject had been brought down, thouch 
there might be some private letters. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts asserted that he cer- 
tainly would refuse to bring down any 
private letters. 

The Cassiar railway bill coming up for 
third reading, Mr. Sword moved to re- 
commit the bill and insert as a new- 
section : 

"The company shall, within three 
months after the passage of this 
act, deposit with the provincial 
government the sum of $3,000 as securi- 
ty that the company will expend not 
less than $(1,000 in actual construction o( 
the railway hereby authorized to be built 
before the 31st December, 1900, and in 
default the said sum of $3,000 shall be 
forfeited to and become tho property of 
the government as liquidated and as- 
certained damages, and not as a pen- 
alty." 

The motion was lost on tho following 
division. 

For — Messr j . Kennedy, KMil, Semi in, 
Forster, Sword, Coitun, Maepherson, 
Graham, Studdarr, Walkem, Williams 
and McGregor — 12. 

Against — Messrs. Smith, Kellie, Mut-

Mr. Macpherson moving that the bill 
>e recommitteed for-the purpose of put- 
ting in a clause to prohibit the employ- 
ment of Chinese on the works, 

Mr. Kellie moved that the debate be 
postponed until the house hnd dealt 
with Mr. Adams bill covering that ques- 
tion in a general act. 

Dr. Walkem intimated that he under- 
stood Mr. Adams would drop his bill. 
This Mr. Adams denied emphatically. 
Dr. Walkem apologised to Mr. Adams 
for his remark, saying that lie had only 
said so to elicit information. 

Mr. Booth asked the Speaker if it was 
proper for a member of tho house to 
make an insinuation with tho avowed 
purpose of eliciting information. 

Mr. Speaker replied in tho negative, 
and Dr. Walkem acknowledged that he 
had done wrong and gracefully apolo- 
gized to Mr. Adams. 

The East Kootenay railway bill was 
committeed and the committee rose, re- 
ported, and asked leave to sit again. 

The private hills committee reported 
the preamble proved in the case of the 
Cottonwood River Alluvial Gold Mining 
Co., and that tho preamble had not been 
proved in the Thompson River Hydraulic 
Company Con8olidation,bill. 

Tho houBe went into committee on tho 
West Kootenay Power and Light Co. 'a 
bill, and passed sections 16 to 20. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented the report 
of the Agent General of British Colum- 
bia for the year 1890. Hon. Mr. Ver- 
non states that during the past year 
greatly increased interest has been taken 
in the province by the British and 
French public. Ho suggeBta the de- 
sirability of improving" the British 
Columbia exhibit at the Itnperiul Insti-

An elderly 
lady, being found dead in her bed, a 
man named Lee was charged with tbe 
murder. Tl, ere was little evidence 
against the man except that he was in 
the liotiEe when the crime was commit- 
ted. Nevertheless Lee was convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged. The scaf- 
fold was tested and found all right. Lee 
was led upon the platform, still protest- 
ing his innocence. The rope was ad- 
justed, but when the hangman drew 
the bolt the trap refused to fall. 

He stumped on it with his foot, but it 
still refused to move. Finally Leo was 
led to one side, while the trap was' ex- 
amined. Then it wan found that tho 
trap was all ri^ht; in fact, would fall of 
its own weight. Again Lee was placed 
upon it and again it refused to "work. 
Tried again and again, it still refused to 
act. Then the sheriff ordered Lee back 
to his cell and telegraphed to tho home 
secretary for instructions. The case 
came up in parliament, and it was de- 
cided that iib Lee could not bo hanged 
he should be imprisoned for life. A few 
years afterward a trump confessed to the 
murder for which the authorities had 
tried to hang Lee.— Pittsburg Dispatch.

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MODERN WARFARE. 

Long Campaign Will Give Place to Single 
But Decisive Encounters. 

(i'roni the Fall Mali Gazette..) 
Summing up the whole (itiestion, ab 
between any twoEuropean peace-trained 
armies of the present day, the extreme 
percentage of loss to be anticipated 
locally, i. e., on particular brigades and 
divisions, will npt exceed one in three 
■ (of which one is killed to four wounded), 
whereas for whole armies of a quarter of 
a million and over one in ten is the very 
outside punishment we may reasonably 
expect, 

Compared to the slaughter of the 
Seven Years' war, and the best contested 
fields of the Napoleonic period, this is 
very little indeed. At Zorndorf the 
Russians left 21,000 out of 52,000 on the 
ground, and, this is undoubtedly the 
bloodiest battle recorded since the 
introduction of portable firearms. 
Kylau, Friedland.Wagram and Borodino 
all exceed the figures for any pitched bat- 
tle since the breechloader appeared in the 
lield. moreover, the horror of the whole 
thing ia not to be measured by figures of 
percentages only, but by the density in 
which the killed and wounded lie, and 
the fate of the latter afterward. In a 
modern battle 20,000 men would fall on 
an area of about twenty square miles; 
at Zorndorf the 21,000 Russians and 12,- 
000 Prussians lay on a single square 
mile, and of the wounded, not one in 
three survived; whereas, in 1S70 uino 
out of ten recovered, and tne Prussian 
medical staff anticipated even better re- 
sults next time, 

But death on the battlefield is by far 
the least of the two evils the soldier has 
to face. 1'here is death on the lino of 
march and in hospitals along the road. 
Whereas, formerly, particularly under 
Napoleon, ten would die by the way for 
one who fell in action. In the last 
Franco-German war only one man died 
of disease for two killed in action. In- 
deed, the health of men in the full prime 
of life was actually slightly better in the 
field that in quarters. 

It may, however, bo argued that, even 
granted that battles and marches may 
be less destructive, there will be more of 
them, because every able-bodied man 
being ttained for war, the resistance 
will be more prolonged than formerly, 
but this prolonged endurance is only 
conceivable UQder the supposition that 
the leaders on both sides aro hopelessly 
incompetent, and both fear to stake all 
on a single collision — a supposition that 
nothing tends to justify. On the con- 
trary, every leader brought up in the 
modern school is taught to understand 
the vulnerability of all modern military 
organizations, and is penetrated with 
the conviction that one downright 
"knockout" blow effects more than 
weeks of purposeless sparring, and where 
both start determined to bring matters 
to a climax, the decision cannot long be 
delayed. Judging from what we know 
of the relative efficiency of continental 
armies, we believe that the first round of 
the great encounter will also be the last, 
for the momentum of the blow which de- 
cides will simply paralyse every nerve of 
the opponents body, and, adding up all 
sources of casualties that can occur in a 
short campaign of this description, we 
conclude that at the very worst the 
actual cost in human life to the powers 
engaged will not amount to more than 
live per cent, of their several popula- 
tions.

CLOTH AND VELVET. 



Uow French Drcsainaltcrs manage Thorn 
to .Secure tho Jiest Effects, 

Cloth, which will bo very much worn 
this winter, requires to ho very narpfully 
handled In order to have the best effect. 
It ought never to bo nowod, stitched,«lroned 
or ripped against tho imp. C^'tb, velvet 
and plush are allko ill their uoniands In 
this respect. They all have an "up and 
clown" that should bo as sedulously re- 
garded as that of figured goods. All the 
basting should bo done from tho top down- 
ward, with ti line needle and cotton, and 
the end of tho thread should have no knot. 
In removing the basting each stitch should 
bo cut separately and pulled outward, not 
lengthwise. In basting velvet and plush 
silk takes the place of cotton thread. 

If it becomes necessary to rip. any part 
of the seams, a very sharp penknife should 
bo used. Beginning at tho top, tho two 
sides should be drawn apart and each 
stitch cut very carefully to avoid scarring 
tho goods. 

The seams of all woolen goods may he 
pressed very Hat, indeed rendered almost 
invisible, if they aro moistened a little on 
tho wrong side. A small piece of tho ma- 
terial ' should be damponod and pressed 
first, however, to ascertain it water will 
change tho color. Tho flatiron must not 
bo rubbed on the scam, as that produces a

polish on tho right side. It must be sim- 
ply pressed on and allowed to remain un- 
til tho moisture litis all evaporated. 

It will not do to iron velvet or plush in 
the ordinary senso of the word. Tho only 
way to press seams in these materials is to 
stand the flatiron on its end, and, holding 
tho seam by its two ends, draw tho wrong 
side of it across tho point of tho Iron, 
stretching tho seam as much as possible. 
Wrinkles and stitch marks may lie removed 
from velvet or plush by holding the goods, 
drawn tight, with its wrong side exposed 
to steam. After the crushed pile has risen 
again the wrong side of tho material may 
be drawn across tho face of a warm iron. 

The Illustration shows an outdoor bolero 
made en suite with the gown The ma- 
terial is black velvet, the trimming con- 
sisting of red and black beaded passcmon- 
terio. Tho rovers tiro of black and red 
changeable goods, as is tho skirt, which is 
of a new cut, having a seam in the middle 
of the tablier. Around tho foot Is a bias 
band of black velvet, beaded by black os- 
trich feather trimming. The corselet i» of 
black velvet.

The New Styles and Manner of Trimming 
Popular Fur. 

Every year shows a variety of long and 
short wraps, especially for fall and win- 
ter, when there is social gayety as well as 
cold weather to bo provided for.

PANIC IN PADUCAH. 

The Lower Part of the City Washed Out 
By the Risins River. 

Paducah, Ky., March 2:;.— There is 
more alarm in Paducah to-day then 
since the present flood overtook the city. 
The river rose lour inches last night and 
is now at fifty feet. Many fences and 
outhouses in the lower part of the city 
washed away last night, and Broad- 
way, the main street, is now submerged. 
The water is now over the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks, over fifty business houses on 
the river front are under water, and 
many more in other parts of the city are 
threatened. 

Boats have been the only means of 
conveyance for the inhabitants of the 
flooded locality during several days past 
and residents of Thatchers Parka Sta- 
tion and Edgwater Park are going about 
from house to house in boats, all land 
communication being cut off by the 
waters of the Desplaiues river, which 
has overllowed its banks in that vicinity. 

Chicago, 111., March 23. — For the sec- 
ond time in thirty years the Desplaines 
river has tossed aside the restraints of 
bank and of levee and the flood has 
stretched its rule over all the low 
lands along its course. One-third of 
the residence part of the riverside 
is under water and einco Sunday 
parts of the city are closed. The ruin- 
fall last night was half an inch. By 
night over one hundred business houses 
more may be in the water if the rate of 
the rise continues the same, and the 
street railways may have to suspend. 
Every street in the city is now sub- 
merged in part.

NO DISCRIMINATION. 

Patriotism at a Valuation Discussed in the 
British Commons. 

London, March 23.— Sir Charles 
Howard Vincent, Conservative member 
for the Central division of Sheffield, 
asked the financial secretary to the 
treasury, Mr. R. W. Hanbury, in the 
House of Commons, this afternoon, if 
the government was aware that tho Lon- 
don & Southwestern railway is striving to 
divert trade from British steamships to 
the American flag by advertising in the 
Stations of that company that the United 
States Government carries parcels from 
Great Britain to the United States at 
preferential rates if under the American 
ilag, and if, having regard for the de- 
pressed condition of national shipping, 
Her Majesty's Government will allow 
like advantages to the Union Jack over 
the Stars and Stripes. 

Mr. Hanbury in reply said the post- 
master-general was not aware of the ex- 
istence of any advertisement to the effect 
Btated. Such a statement, ho added, 
would bo untrue, as neither the Ameri- 
can post-office nor any other department 
of the American government maintains 
a parcel service to and from Great Bri- 
tain* 

He understood, however, that facili- 
ties for customs clearance were given the 
public at New York for particular kinds 
of parcels carried by the subsidized 
steamers of the American lines. This, 
Mr. Hanbury continued, was clearly 
outside of the control of tho British gov- 
ernment, and he explained that the 
customs clearance on this side of the 
water was so simple that it is difficult to 
see how tho government could afford a 
corresponding preference in the case of 
parcels carried on British vessels, even 
if it were the policy of the government 
to differentiate in the matter as stated.

FRANCE AND MADAGASCAR. 

Many Millions Required to Complete the 
Conquest and Improve the Island. 

Paris, March 23. — The Chamber of 
Deputies to-day adopted the conversion 
of the Madagascar loan of 1886, and then 
discussed the isBtie of :10,000,000 francs 
three per cents., redeemable in eixty 
years. M. Doutner moved that th 3 loan 
be limited to 13,000,000 francs necessary 
for the redemption of the existing loan, 
and pointed out that the financial re- 
sources of the island could not bo relied 
upon, as Madagascar wits not yet paci- 
fied. 

M. Lebon, the minister for the colon- 
ies, protested against this assertion, and 
M. Doumer continued, urging that Mad- 
agascar was still in a state of rebellion. 
Finally M. Doumer demanded that the 
bill be returned to tho committee. 

M. Dobon urged that 30,000,000 francs 
were needed to create a reserve fund, as 
otherwise it would bo impossible to 
open up country roads, of which virtually 
there were none in existence at present. 
Tho government, continued the Boundary 
for tho colonies, refused to include 
the bill, any admission of the right of 
private persons and industries injured 
during tho war to indemnity, adding 
that when such demands appeared justi 
(ied, the government would invito par- 
liament to grant tho necessary credits, 
but only as a favor. 

M. Lee Myr de Villers, the famous 
deputy from Cochin China, who had a 
great deal to do with bringing about the 
annexation of Madagascar, where lie 
formerly held tho position of French 
resident general, suggested a loan of 20 
million franca now and 10' millions later. 
M. Lebon accepted the amendment and 
M. Doumer's motion was rejected by a 
vote of 2110 to 220. 
The bill was accepted.

Winnipeg , March 23. — B. M. Steel, 
one of Winnipeg's most popular com- 
mercial travellers, is dead. 

MONTREAL TREMBLES. 

The Metropolis of Canada Experiences the 
Novelty of an Earthquake. 

Montreal. March 23. — A distinct 
earthquake shock was felt here at :07 
o'clock this evening. The movement ex- 
tended from east to west nnd lasted about 
15 seconds. It was violent enough to 
shake windows and crockery and a num- 
ber of chimneys were slightly damaged. 

Reports from outside points show that 
the shock extended from Three Rivers, 
90 miles east of Montreal, to Morrisbtirg, 
110 miles west. The movement of the 
shock was accurately traced on the seis- 
mograph in the Physics building of Mc- 
Gill college. That instrument showed 
that the shock lasted about ten seconds, 
and had more of a vertical than horizon- 
tal movement. The waves were faintly 
but distinctly traced by the instrument. 

MonniSBCKO, March 23. — At 0:15 this 
evening a very distinct shock of earth- 
quake, lasting 30 or 40 seconds, waa felt 
here. 



SETTLERS FOR THE WEST. 

Hundreds of Home Seekers on the Move 
Toward British Columbia. 

Winnipeg, March 23.— (Special)— A. J. 
McMillan's firBt personally conducted 
immigrant party from England, under 
the auspices of the provincial agricul- 
tural department, will leave Liverpool 
on the 21st April and reach Winnipeg 
during the first week in May. Three 
hundred settlers left Toronto tor the 
Northwest to-day. 

Chatham, Ont., March 23. — D. L. 
Gavan, a Dominion colonization agent, 
of Bad Axe, Mich., came to town from 
Sarnia this morning with a family of 
settlers from Applegate, Mich., who go 
to Manitoba to settle. Cavan has sent 
ten other families from his district, and 
expects to have some twenty more for a 
special excursion on April 13, for all 
parts of Western Canada. 



THEY CALL FOR CHAMPAGNE. 

Electors of Wright Endorse the Liberal Can- 
didate by a Considerable 
Majority. 

Ottawa, March 23.— (Special)— The 
Wright county election went as was an- 
ticipated — only more so. Champagne 
has a majority of 80S, with three places 



to hear from. There was a noticeable 
falling off in the number of the employes 
in the Western block to-day. They were 
wanted in Hull. The officials on being 
asked what had become of the men ex- 
plained that they were not working to- 
day, "as the supply of lathing had given 
out." 



HOW ABOUT HECATE? 

Preparations in Progress for Protecting At- 
lantic Fishery Interests. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 23.— Command- 
er Spain has returned from the Mari- 
time Provinces, where lie was engaged' 
in making preparations for fitting out 
the protection fleet of government cruis- 
ers. The Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries has been giving the subject of the 
fisheries protection aonio etudv, and the 
same precautions will be " enforced 
against the American fishermen aa last 
year. The fleet will follow almost the 
same lines as in past seasona. 

Ottawa, March 23.- (Special)— Here- 
after a refund of ninety per cent, will be 
allowed oil all duty paid on guns, fish- 
ing rods and other equipments of parties 
visiting Canada for sporting; purposes, 
on proof of the exportation of the same 
within three months from the date of 
entry. Such refund can only be granted 
on the condition that the claim bears a 
Canadian customs certificate of identi- 
fication, and the usual evidence of ex- 
portation. 

RIOT ON * THE ER I E. 

Italian Canal Workmen Resen*. the Dis- 
charge of Their Padrones. 

LocKroKT, N. Y., March 23. — A not 
occurred on the canal at Pendleton, 
weat of here, this morning. One hun- 
dred Italians went out because two pad- 
rones were discharged. Twenty-five 
men went to work this morning, when 
the hundred Italians attacked them 
with Htones and pick-handles. The 
sheriff was Eent for, and with a posEe 
drove the rioters away. One of the 
Italian rioters waa shot and the rest of 
tho rioters scattered.

Edgar, of Toledo, got into an altercation 
over their work, and one drew a sharp 
knife and stabbed his brother in the side 
near the heart. The stabbed boy fe'l to 
the ground unconscious, and hiH con- 
dition is precarious. 



KRUGER CRITICISED. 

Hon. W. P. Schrelner Is Now on the Stand 
Bclore the Transvaal Commission. 

London, March 23.— The examination 
of Hon. W. P. Schreiner, who was At- 
torney-General of Cape Colony when 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes was Premier, was con- 
tinued to-day before the parliamentary 
committee appointed to inquire into the 
Transvaal and into the administration of 
the affairs of the chartered company of 
British South Africa. 

The suggestion of Mr. S jhreiner that 
the disputed points of the London con- 
vention might be arbitrated, waa met by 
Mr. Chamberlain with: 

" I have never before heard a re- 
sponsible person make such a sugges- 
tion to a paramount power." 

Mr. Chamberlain's questions through-
